words, one can vote for any or all of 
the am endm ents as he sees fit and his 
vote or lack of vote upon them has 
no effect upon the way he votes for 
the various offices to be filled 
Eight Parties 
There are eight party designations 
on the left hand side of the upper 
portion of the ballot. 
These are R e­ 
publican, Democratic 
Labor. Prohi­ 
bition, 
American, 
Industrialist. So­ 
cialist 
and 
W orkers 
Communist 
Ticket. 
Each party with the excep­ 
tion of the Industrialist and Ameri­ 
can Parties have named a full comple­ 
m ent of 38 presidential and vice pres­ 
idential 
electors, 
the 
Industrialists 
nam ing but two electors, 
and 
ihe 
American party apparently concern­ 
ing Itself only with some state offices. 
A vote In the straight party column 
votes for the 38 electors nam ed by 
th a t party, who in tu rn will vote for 
the candidate of this party in the 
electoral college. 
It is not necessary 
to vote for each individual elector as 
a straight party vote 
accomplishes 
this. 
A straight party vote also is 
, counted as a vote for th a t p arty ’s 
candidate for United States Senator, j 
State 
Treasurer, 
Auditor-General, 
Judge of the Superior Court, R epre­ 
sentative in Congress. State Senator 
and General Assemblyman. 
Any one desiring to vote for all the 
candidates on one party ticket and 
for the 38 presidential and vice presi­ 
dential electors therefore has the task 
simplified 
for 
him 
by 
voting 
a 
straight party ticket. 
If however, a voter desires to vote 
for all the candidates on one party 
but one or two, it is permissible to 
m ark a straight party ballot and then 
step over into the column for w h a t­ 
ever offices he desires to scratch for.

An example of this would be when’

News. 


»hfee of th e ear lier industries of 
Lawrence county were to be found 
here, a furnace, a grist, mill and a 
sawmill. 
Mr. Culbertson, m entioned 
:n connection with the furnace in the 
accom panying article, was the father 
' f M l ss Ella Culbertson, and was one 
of 
the pioneer iron m anufacturers 
of the county, having been connected 
with the Myra furnace on Taylor’s 
R un ;tnd also the Willie Roy furnace 
nr Rose Point, the pioneer furnaces 
of the county. 
The story from the old scrap book 
is as follows: “Among the very first 
settlem ents made within the present 
limits of Lawrence county was th a t 
of Thom as Taylor, in what is 
now 
Plaingrove township. 
He was here 
only a iew years after the M oravian 
missionaries had come for their so­ 
journ of three years (1770-73), near 
the present site of Moravia in North 
Beaver township.

came from the 
Ligonier 
valley 
in 
W estm oreland county. 
He was an 
old m an when 
he 
came 
and 
his 
daughter, who accompanied him on 
the long journey, is said to have been 
the first white wom an in Plaingrove 
township. 
He was 51 years old when 
he m ade his settlem ent near what 
now goes by the nam e of Georgetown 
on Taylor's Run, in this township, 
and when he died, in 1829. he had a l­ 
ready lived to witness great changes 
which had taken place within the 
limits. 
“His daughter was m arried 
in 1801 to Jam es Ramsey, who lived 
near where Jo h n Lowry now lives and 
who became the ancestor of a large 
and prosperous family. 
Taylor was 
buried 
at 
the historical graveyard 
connected with the Plaingrove Pres­ 
byterian church and his fame has 
lasted even to the present time. 
He 
was one of the m en who was appoint­ 
ed to select a nam e for th a t old 
church organization, made in 1799 
and the nam e “Plaingrove“ therefore 
comes 
down 
directly 
from 
him. 
Around Georgetown and E l l i o t t ’s 
Mills in this township there was more 
history enacted 80 years ago th an 
there is today by far. 
There was a 
grist mill at each place, also a saw ­ 
mill on T alor’s land, and in 1835 
William George built the grist mill, 
which was until recent years a fa ­ 
miliar landm ark n ear the blacksmith 
shop at Georgetown.” 
Abdht- 1859 Emery and Culbertson 
built a furnace on the Taylor farm. 
It went by the nam e of M yra and did 
a big business for those days. 
Mr. 
Culbertson was a practical furnace 
man. and it is entirely likely th a t if 
the other m em ber of the firm had 
been content to let speculation alone 
there m ight have been an entirely 
different history to record of this part 
of Plaingrove township. 
It is g en­ 
erally conceded th at under Mr. C ul­ 
bertson's 
m anagem ent 
the furnace 
was a success. 
There was a large am ount of n a ­ 
tive ore in the vicinity. 
Limestone 
existed in the greatest abundance and 
there were im portant coal beds which 
could have been easily reached. 
The 
successful operation of th a t furnace 
would have resulted in a railroad be­ 
ing built to the coal fields of Butler 
county, and it isn’t hard to reason 
out w hat ‘m ight have been’ under a 
different tu rn in affairs. 
“As it was, the furnace became in- ! 
volved in other business ventures and 


was dragged down by them. 
Since j 
th a t tim e there hasn't been any great i 
business enterprise conducted in the 
township of Plaingrove. 
While iron-1 
m aking fell to the background, farm ­ 
ing moved forward and the township 
is one of the best farm ing districts in 
the county. 
In recent years great im ­ 
provements in farm buildings have 
been made in all parts of the tow n­ 
ship and education has become as a d ­ 
vanced as in any township in the 
county. 
Along the Taylor R un will 
continue to be the center of the his­ 
torical interest of the township for 
m any years. 
The earliest settlem ent 
appears to have been made on or 
near it, and the present center of bus­ 
iness is not far from it.”

1868: Grant Wins An Easy Victory

Horatio Seymour, ex-governor of New 
York, and a critic of the conduct of 
the Civil War. 
The boom for Chief 
Justice Salmon P. Chase 
and 
the 
heavy balloting for Gen. Hancock and 
Thomas A. Hendricks 
were 
swept 
away by the wave of sentiment “or 
Seymour. 
“Your candidate I can­ 
not be,” he protested to the end. but 
he was not permitted to withdraw. 
Wartime bitterness and the fury of 
reconstruction days made this an ex­ 
citing campaign, with charges of dis­ 
loyalty and counter-charges of rad i­ 
calism reverberating in ihe political 
airs. 
General Grant, who had been 
a Democrat, but 
whose 
Civil War 
record made him the best votepuller 
in sight, was unanimously nom inat­ 
ed by the Republicans it Chicago. 
Both platforms demanded restora­ 
tion of rights to the southern states 
Seymour carried the units of the con­ 
federacy that were permitted to vote 
—that is, all but Mississippi, Texas 
and Virginia.

If you

been m arried mor • 
th a n eight years you seem reason­ 
ably safe from a divorce. 
Or at least you do if the figures 
compiled in the Lawrence county rec­ 
ords indicate anything near accurate­ 
ly what the average m arital life is 
before the divorce is asked. 
A survey of part of the records in 
the office of Protlionotary Ralph M 
Campbell show that the average wed­ 
ded life of divorce seekers is eight 
years. 
While the compilation docs 
not go in’o any extended period of 
time, it is safe to assume th at in any 
given group of divorces 
the 
same 
figures would result, or something a p ­ 
proxim ating them . 
F irst Five Years H ardest. 
One thing th at the figures seem to 
show is th a t the first five years oi 
m arried life are the hardest. 
From 
one to five years of m arried life are 
the hardest 
From one to five yeais 
the record is sprinkled with divorce 
applications. 
From five to ten, not 
so m any and then the figures jum p ro 
nearly 20. 
In other words, if you 
have been m arried 
five 
years 
and 
escaped the divorce court you have a 
good chance of going along for a n ­ 
other 15 years. 
Between those who ask divorces a ft­ 
er 10 or 12 years and those who asK 
them at the end of 20 or 22 years of 
m arried life there is a wipe gap. 
It 
seems to indicate th a t in Lawrence 
county a t least, the lads and lassias 
who survive the perils of m arried life 
for 12 years are going along for a n ­ 
other ten before the referee has time 
to part them . 
But to get back to the average, it’s 
eight years. 
Check up your calendar 
and see if you have been m arried
